the  new  library  building  at  G.  Sv  C 
W.  were  disclosed  today  by  Pres.  J 
L.  Beeson,  The  building  is  to  be  o: 
red-faced  brick  with  lime  stone  trim 
ming,  and  will  be  two  stories  ir 
height.  The  front  will  be  finishe< 
with  Corinthian  columns  matchinf 
other  buildings  on  the  campus. 

The  first  floor  of  the  new  build 
ing  will  include  a  large  readjng 
room  with  a  seating  capacity'  foil 
226-  students,  and  stack  room .  fm 
90,000  books.  . 

Blueprints  call  for  the  2nd  flooi 
to  include  ,  the  Librarian’s  office 
space  for  the  History  Museum,  i 
classroom  for  Library  Science;  Mas^ 
zine  room,  a  work  room  for  .un 
packing  and  cataloguing,  an  addi 
tional  reading  room  and1  a  fireproo: 
stack  room.
